ADDITIONAL COUNCIL COMMENTS 

C.Cook stated that she had attended the swearing-in of San Mateo County Supervisor Mark Church 
on Monday evening and had congratulated him on behalf of the whole Council. 

OLD BUSINESS 

Motion authorizing a request for proposals to conduct an Origin/Destination Traffic Study for 
Ralston Avenue. Assistant City Engineer Jones outlined the scope of work which would gather data 
to determine the time each vehicle entered and left Belmont during a certain time period. He said 
this would indicate if the traffic was a benefit or a burden to Belmont. He said screen lines would 
be set up at the arterials to obtain a statistical sample of the AM-PM peak traffic. Engineer Jones 
explained that the information from Chula Vista and Hastings would be used for the traffic calming 
studies.  

CWarden requested that one of the screen lines be placed on the east side of 101 between Oracle 
and eastbound Highway 101. He said this would help to look at all the traffic going through Belmont 
and onto Highway 101. 

Council concurred to direct staff to add this location to the scope of work. 

C.Rianda asked what information would be provided in the study of the signals? Engineer Jones 
stated that this study would provide information regarding the timing of lights up and down Ralston 
and along El Camino Real. 

C.Rianda said she would like to make sure that the residents on the side streets were taken into 
consideration when this signal timing recommendation came to Council for direction.  

City Manager Kersnar stated that the information from this study should provide information to 
determine the amount of through traffic at peak hours. He said this information would help 
establish a policy. 

Action: on motion by C. Warden, seconded by C. Wright and approved unanimously, to authorize 
the staff to issue a request for proposals for the Origin/Destination Traffic Study. Staff was 
directed to include a screen line on the eastside of Highway 101 in the RFP.
